£330,000 Levy For 
Mental Hospitals 


(THE Joint Committee of Grange- 
gorman and Portrane Mental 
Hospitals yesterday considered draft 
estimates for the coming year and 
authorised the following demands 
to be made on the contribut- 
ing bodies:—Dublin Corporation, 
£260,456; Dublin County Council, 
£45,020; Wicklow County Council, 
£27,985. 

Revised plans for the provision 
of additional units for tubercular 
patients’ in the mental hospitals, 
embodying recommendations made 
by the architectural advisers of the 
Local Government Department and 
by the Hospitals’ Commission were 
submitted. 

In a supplemental report Mr. T. C. 
O'Mahony, Dublin City Assistant 
and County Manager, stated that 
according to the revised estimate of 
Mr. Vincent Kelly, architect, the 
total cost. would amount to £18,150, 
The original estimate on the basis 
of the first plans, which were merely 
for the extension of existing 
structures, was £5,000." The matter, 
therefore, would have to be re- 
examined in the light of these sub- 
stantially imcreased costs, and in 
relation to the future policy and 
building proposals of the Joint 
Committee. 

In his report, the Manager stated 
that there were now 3,293 patients 
in the hospitals.
